control the UN the way he 
wants to control everything 
else. When he failed to oust 
the Secretary-General from 
his job, this was hailed as a 
great victory for our side. 
But let’s look behind the 
headlines and see what actu- 
ually happened. 

In this fight, the moral, 
political and economic prin- 
ciples of the United States 
and other western nations did 
not prevail. What prevailed 
was a growing bloc of small 
and new nations which call 
themselves ‘neutrals.’ That 
is, they pretend to be neutral 
as regards the struggle be- 
tween the United States and 
Russia. But when showdowns 
come, their so-called ‘neu- 
tralism’ usually leans to 


Red Russia. 


HOW TO JUDGE THE UN 


It would seemthat any fair- 
minded person should judge 
the United Nations by its 
actions — not by the waves of 
propaganda from its adherents 
which sweep over our minds. 
It is impossible, in this 
brief space, to look at the 
entire record of the United 
Nations forthe last 15 years. 


But a mere sampling of its 


activities in recent years is 
sufficient to indicate a dead- 


Now just exactly what is 
Secretary Hammarskjold’s idea 
of the function of the United 
Nations? He seemed to oppose 
Khrushchev, but in opposing 
him he also took a few cracks 
at the other big powers, in- 
cluding the United States. He 
declared openly that his 
sympathies were not pro- 
western. Thus, the Secretary- 
General played directly to 
this new ‘neutralist’ bloc of 
countries which includes many 
nations fresh from the jungle. 
He said the United Nations 
‘first of all their or- 


was 
ganization.’ So it is these 
nations, generally antagonis- 


tic to America despite all 
our handouts, which will form 
our foreign policy if we are 
foolish enough to remain in 
the United Nations. 


ly serious fact for Americans 
- namely, that the United 
Nations, far from being the 
great peacemaker of the world, 
means nothing but trouble for 
the United States. 

Take, for instance, the 
most recent session of the 
UN. Did we have any idea, 
when we first got embroiled 
in this mess, that a world- 
wide meeting of all the Ked 
slave-masters would be held 
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on the soil of the United 
States of America? You would 
have to live in New York City 
to appreciate the sense of 
disgust and anger which that 
whole spectacle generated in 
the minds of real Americans. 
We had to watch one of the 
finest police departments in 
the world forced to protect, 
not the citizens of New York, 
but a gangof world murderers. 
It made you sick at heart to 
see everyday, ordinary Ameri- 
cans — out for a drive or a 
little shopping - shunted to 
the side of the road while 
screaming sirens, motorcycle 
police, and big black limou- 
sines escorted the Butcher of 
Budapest to his week-end 


retreat on Long Island. 
It will not do to say that 
Khrushchev & Company’s propa- 
ganda show in the United 
States - courtesy of the 
United Nations — was a flop. 
That remains to be seen. 
Khrushchev did not come here 
primarily for any effect his 
visit might have on Americans. 
One of his objectives was the 
effect such a visit might 
have on his own people and on 
his captive nations. We know 
the truth about how Khrush- 
chev was received in America. 
But Moscow Radio gave the 
Russian and captive peoples 
an entirely different picture 
of his arrival on our shores. 
There was not a word about 
the demonstrations against 
the Soviet Boss —- only about 
his ‘historic voyage,’ about 
a pier bedecked with flags, 
and about lots of people to 
greet him despite the pouring 
rain. Moscow Radio made sure 
to mention that among those 
on hand to greet Khrushchev 
was the ‘great American finan- 
cier,’ Cyrus Eaton. Can you 
imagine the effect of all 
this on the minds of captive 
peoples who want to think of 
America as the defender of 
freedom? But the big point is 
that none of this could have 
happened without the United 
Nations here on our soil. 








One of the worst aspects of 
American involvement in the 
United Nations is the effect 
it has had on our moral and 
ethical principles. We make 
the kind of compromises we 
never dreamed of making back 
in the days when we were a 
much weaker nation, but when 
we acted only in our own in- 
terest. Do you remember, for 
example, the Hungarian re- 
volt against Soviet rule? 
That was when Boss Khrushchev 
earned his title of Butcher 
of Budapest by murdering 
thousands of Hungarians whose 
only crime was that they 
wanted freedom from Red rule. 

When the issue of condemn- 


ing Soviet Russia for its 
action in Hungary came up in 
the United Nations, what hap- 
pened? Did America, the de- 
fender of freedom, fight to 
the end for the rights of the 
Hungarians in the UN? No. The 
United Nations, full of com- 
munist, socialist and neutral- 
ist nations, could not muster 
a two-thirds vote to condemn 
Red Russia. So we compromised 
and sat back complacently - 
and American delegates sit in 
the UN with a Hed puppet Hun- 
garian dictator installed by 
Khrushchev. Once again, the 
UN became an instrument not 
of peace, but of force for 
the Reds. 


UNCLE SAP PAYS THE BILLS 


Somehow or other, despite 
all the brave words, the 
United Nations always winds 
up on the side opposed to 
American interests. The cur- 
rent mess in the Congo is 
only one example. We are pay- 
ing most of the costs to keep 
a so-called ‘peace’ - via the 
UN - in that new African na- 
tion. But the net result of 
most UN activity there has 
been to protect the Congolese 
leader closest to Moscow. 

Once or twice since we join- 
ed the United Nations, we got 
our backs up, and acted on 


our own. The result? The 
United Nations got very mad 
at us for our action during 
the Suez crisis. When we sent 
Marines into Lebanon at the 
request of that nation’s gov- 
ernment — and immediately 
withdrew them when the crisis 
was over — we escaped censure 
by the UN by only a hair’s 
breadth. The UN can get ex- 
cited about things like this. 
But the butchery of Red Rus- 
sia in Hungary, or of Ked 
China in Tibet, leaves it 
cold. And of course there is 
the classic example, among 


many others, of the war in 
Korea. For the first time in 
its history, the United States 
was prevented from carrying a 
war to victory because it was 
hamstrung by the UN. 

This is a sorry record, to 
say the least. But donot for- 
get that bad as the record 
is, we still foot the greater 
part of UN’s bills. The com-

THEY MEAN IT 

YOU CAN TRUST THE COMMUNISTS 
by Dr. Fred Schwarz, 187 
pages, Prentice-Hall, Engle- 
wood Cliffs, N.J., $2.95. 

Dr. Schwarz, an Australian 
who now lives and lectures in 
the United States, has dedi- 
cated himself to the good 
fight - the fight to win out 
against world communism. The 
intriguing title on this in- 
triguing book is a refutation 
of Winston Churchill’s famous 
phrase that Soviet lussia is 
‘a riddle wrapped in an enig- 
ma.’ If we pay attention to 
the philosophy, objectives 
and aims of world communism, 
the Soviet Union 
it becomes

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an enigma. You can trust the 
communists to act exactly as 
they have said, over and over 
again, they intend to act. In 
other words, they mean what 
they say — but you can under- 
stand what they say, and how 
and why they act, only if you 
interpret them within the 
framework of their meaning, 
undistorted by the accepted 
Western meaning of their 
words and acts. 


This is what Dr. Schwarz 
sets out to do. He succeeds 
admirably — almost too admir- 


ably. He does bring to every 
phase of communist activity, 
particularly in the United 
States, a fresh and amazingly 
penetrating analysis. Perhaps 








his lecture experience, in 
which he has had to answer 
every imaginable question 
about the Reds and their 
dupes, enables him to provide 
arguments and details sadly 
missing from many otherwise 
fine books on this subject. 
And his volume has the virtue 
of clear, easy-to-read prose, 
plus chapter and sub-chapter 
arrangement to facilitate 
finding an answer to nearly 
all the puzzling aspects of 
the world’s greatest problem. 

Dr. Schwarz has made a 
great contribution to the 
literature on communism. His 
book has only one major fault, 
which is perhaps an uncon- 
scious one. In his effort to 
arouse us to the true meaning 
of the menace we face, he 
tends to build the enemy into 
something of a superman, and 
neglects that part of the 
picture which indicates that 
world communism is not the 
irresistible force its adher- 
ents believe it to be. There 
is the hazard that some who 
read his book casually may 
throw up their hands in de- 
spair with the thought: How 
can one resist a force like 
this? That Dr. Schwarz himself 


is not party to this despair 
is evident in his closing 
chapter wherein he outlines a 
‘program for survival,’ and 
in certain observations in 
the body of the book itself 
as, for instance, the fol low- 
ing on the meaning of Red 
‘peace’ overtures: 

“Tf, tomorrow, the leaders 
of the Free Nations were to 
accede to every demand made 
by the Communist leaders, if 
they were to neutralize every 
Strategic Air Command base, 
if they were to grant the de- 
mands on Germany, if they 
were to neutralize Formosa, 
if they were to recognize Red 
China and admit it to the 
United Nations, if the United 
States were to withdraw every 
serviceman and weapon within 
the borders of continental 
United States, the Communists 
would merely believe they had 
won massive victories in the 
class war. A step towards our 
final conquest and destruc- 
tion would have been taken. 
We must either recognize this 
and defend against it, or 
ignore it and be destroyed. 
We have no other choice.”
